9. (Currently amended) A method of preparing a yeast composition, 
comprising: culturing yeast cells of [[a]] Saccharomyces cerevisiae Hansen EFFI1335 
strain for a period of 50-380 hours in the presence of an alternating electric field having a 
frequency in the range of about 10200 to 13040 MHz and a field strength in the range of 
about 20 to 600 mV/cm to incr e as e th e capability of said yeast c e lls to tr e at e pil e psy as 
compar e d with y e ast c e lls of th e same Saccharomyces strain not having b e en so cultur e d . 

10. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein the range of the frequency is 
about 10200 to 10270, 12330 to 12390 or 12970 to 13040 MHz. 

11. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein the range of the field strength 
is about 200 to 500 mV/cm. 

12. (Currently amended) A method of treating epilepsy in a subject having 
epilepsy, comprising the step of administering to said subject the composition made by 
the method of any one of claims 1 to 6 9 to 11 . 
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13. (Original) The method of claim 12, wherein the administration is through 
oral administration. 

14. (New) The method of claim 9, wherein the composition is in the form of a 
tablet, powder or health drink. 

15. (New) The method of claim 9, wherein the composition is in the form of a 
health drink.
